HEARS MCGLURE

tom which covered up 
and 
de­ 
stroyed vegetable life 
and 
pre­ 
vented the correct amount of o.\y- 
gen from reacl\ing the trout eggs. 
“ We have eliminated 90 per cent 
of tho sand,” the speaker doclar- 
ed, “by defle^cting and speeding 
up tho water from a flow of 1.3 2 
miles per hour to G.44 miles per 
liour, the current taking the sand 
with It. The average depth of tho 
stream has been increased 
from 
11 1-4 inches to 28 1-4 Inches and 
it can now bo waded from one end 
to tho other without having to get 
out to tho banks or without fear 
of 
encountering 
growths 
of 
brush,’’ said tho speaker. 


In attempting to build up the 
productivity of trout in a stream, 
Mr. McClure stated t h a t «ho fol- 
lowii)g fundamentals had to be 
considered: the physiograpliy and 
topography of 
th<^ 
surrounding 
territory; a check upon tho kinds 
of flora: soil conditions, whether 
It Is composed of peat, bog, clay, 
sand, etc.; typo 
of 
bottom 
of 
stream; and a study of tho alkali, 
mineral, and oxygen content 
of 
tho water, sjieed of tho 
stream, 
tho a m o u n t of snnlifiht and cover, 
and the kind of microscopic 
life 
floating on tho wat(M\ 


Mr. McClure startled his audi- 
oiico by declaring tliat trout was 
not a native 
of 
Michigan 
and 
neither are there any 
partridge 
nor Chinese ring-ni'cked 
pheas­ 
ants in tills state as is listed in tho 
digest of game laws. 
Streams in 
this stato were grayling streams, 
the speaker stated, and the 
first 
planting of trout in this stato was 
made in 1S72. A largo supply was 
also planted in the Mesabl River 
on March lf>, 1SS4, ho stated. 


'I'ho 
partridge 
or truo rtiffod 
grouso is not known In tlu' ui^per 
peninsula and birds known as the 
Chineso 
rink-necked 
pheasant, 
common to tho lower

Mr. McClure opened his address 
by speaking of the fish and game 
i condltiotts 1»!

of gunpowder.

Scotland has tho 
most gam(‘ and fish 
i)or

amount of game. Hetween 12,000 
and 1G,000 pair of partriduo aro 
killed each year in Scotland, Mr, 
McClure told bis audlenco.

tinct, the speaker said. 


The art of trout propagation in 
Scotland has reached Buch a de­ 
gree of science. Mr. McClure said, 
that gamekeepers can 
guarante(‘ 
the number of trout per mile of 
stream and will guarantee a n u m ­ 
ber for tho next tw’onty years if it 
Is desired to leaso the stream. 


“ Every bird, animal, and fish, 
fit into a certain zone from 
thc> 
top of tho mountain to tho deepest 
part of a stream ,” 
naming 
the 
kind of species found at various 
altitudes and depths. He told of 
how the Scotch burn the heather 
at certain periods iiT 
order 
to 
start new shoots as food for the 
red grouso. 


Before coming to this country, 
he had heard and read stories of 
tho ahuiulanco of game 
In 
this 
country, (lie speaker stated, but 
upon coming here he knew that 
they could not bo so plentiful biv 
cause ho noted tho destruction oi’ 
covor and protection. In Scotland 
he had heard that birds woro so 
thick over hero that avo had to 
shovel our way out of our doors, 
that deer were so plentiful that 
we had to build feiices around our 
houses to keep them oft, 


“ The American jieople have had 
too mucli ol! 
evor.rthin?i. 
Tht'v 
have been out on a sprt'o for the 
past 100 years and aro just begin­ 
ning to get their headaches now,’’ 
Mr. McClure stated in referring to 
conservation problems. 
"if 
wi' 
continue to allow our streams to 
degenei-ato at tho present 
rate, 
there will not lie a single trout in 
tho upper peninsula in 1 f> years.” 


The 
work 
of providing cover, 
protection, and food for ^anie and 
fish is a now work on tlie Ameri­ 
can continent, said Mr. McClure, 
but It has boon going on in a sci­ 
entific m anner In Scotland for the 
past ino years. Michigan has thou 
sands of miles of the most beauti­ 
ful trout HtroaniH to be found any­ 
where, but they must bo kept in 
condition. Tho work of building 
up wild Ilfo Is just starting in ui)- 
per Michlgnn. 


“ 'I'hls state has 5,000 lakes, de­ 
clared tho speaker in onumeratinf; 
some of tho natural advantages of 
Michigan, or enough te jiroporly 
caro for one-half of tlie totjil n u m ­ 
ber of anglers In Michigan. Your 
trout streaniB can be mado to havo 
l<etwe(Mi 2,r>00 and 
4.000
